The Fall— Its Causes and 
Consequences 

So completely absorbed bad public 
attention been with local affairs that 
intelligence of the fall of the Glad- 
stone Ministry almost takes one by 
surprise, while the cause and manner 
of it excite wonder ill the minds of 
those who have been inattentive 
students of Homo current events. Had 
the Gladstone Cabinet gone down on 
its foreign policy, few would have 
wondered; perhaps still fewer would 
have grieved; for it cannot bo denied 
that its foreign policy has been mer- 
cenary, temporising, pusillanimous. 
It was the foreign policy of the Glad- 
stone administration that led the 
British nation to be represented, 
during the Franco-German war, as 
the naughty, mercenary lad "Johnny 
Bull" at "Damo Europa's School," 
who was intent on making money out 
of the other boys, and busied himself 
in his little shop while they were 
fighting. It cannot be denied that 
the foreign policy of the outgoing Ad- 
ministration was but little calculated 
to koep up that wholesome respect for 
the British lion, that prestige gained by 
the old Hag on every sea and on every 
battlefield. "Nor was the Colonial 
Policy of the late Administration al- 
together such as it ought to have been. 
Like the othor, thero was too much 
"shop,' too little patriotism about it. 
Judged by these, the tears are in an 
onion that would be shed over its 
grave; for it had lived too long. But 
it would seem that it is not upon its 
foreign policy, but upon its domestic 
policy, that the Ministry has fallen; 
although, without doubt, the former 
indirectly contributed to such a result. 
Judged by its domestic policy, un- 
questionably the Gladstone Adminis- 
tration deserved better at the hands 
of the nation ; for it was, indeed, in 
striking and refreshing contrast with 
its foreign policy. It was liberal, 
statesmanlike, bold, and, for the most- 
part, singularly successful. Perhaps 
there was not another man who would 
have dared and done what Gladstone 
has accomplished since he took office. 
The educational system of England; 
the Ballot; the Irish Church Dises- 
tablishment; the Irish Land bill; the 
abolition of the purchase system in 
the army,-- all were great, liberal, 
bold measures, from any one of which 
most men would have shrunk; and 
probably all are measures for which 
the nation ought, one would think, to 
feel grateful. But Ireland would seem 
to have been Gladstone's peculiar care, 
—the field of his greatest exploits. 
The scene of his greatest triumphs, it 
has also proved to be his political 
grave. Shall we say, ungrateful Erin ? 
But why should defeat have come 
upon the Irish University Bill ? Above 
all, why should Ireland have voted 
with the Tories ? he! us bring what 
little light is at band to bear upon 
a subject which acquires cumulative 
interest from current events. It. may 
be within the reader's recollection 
that, at the general election of LSU8, 
Mr. Gladstone's programme compris- 
ed three cardinal objects of Irish 
reform, viz: the Church, Land, 
Education. Two of the three parts of 
his programme he had accomplished. 
Thethird and, as it would now seem, 
most difficult, was reserved for the last 
session of tho Parliament then elected. 
It was impossible to conceal the fact 
that Education in Ireland was beset, by 
difficulties even greater than the cog- 
nate problems of 18(10 and L870. The 
State Church of Ireland being a bad in- 
stitution, condemned for years by most 
thinking minds, crumbled before the 
first real breath of public opinion. [f 
the Irish Land Bill did, at the first 
blush, somewhat shock the preconceiv- 
ed notions about property in land 
and freedom of contract, that feeling 
quickly gave way before the stern 
logic of facts. Bui the question of 
University Education in Ireland was 
different. To quote Mr. Gladstone's 
word-i, "a large and evident gap" 
exists in the higher Roman Catholic 
education of Ireland. The only Universi. 
ties on the sistor island— that is, tho only 
bodies legally capable of conferring de- 
grees, --are Trinity College and the 
Queen's University; and tho character and 
administration of theso establishments 
are such as to make them far from accept- 
able to Roman Catholics. Take tho elder 
foundation, the venerable and justly 
honored Corporation, whoso squares, 
quadrangles, ami gardens form such a 
noble portion of Dublin architooturo. 
Trinity College in, mid has ever boon, tho 
chief nursery of tlxo lafco State Church of 
Ireland; and it remains simply an un- 
pjltm Iwtion of the conquered citadel of 



Protestant ascendancy in an essontially 
Popish country. Tho governing body 
must be ohiefly composed of Episcopalian 
Divines; every dignitary on the founda- 
dation must be of tho same creed; until 
179.') it was accessible to Protestant stu- 
dents alone; and although somewhat 
liberalized under the influence of Pitt, it 
is still, to quote tho words of a recent 
manifesto of its authorities, "based on tho 
principles of the Protestant religion," and 
distinguished "by its Protestant constitu- 
tion." Moreover, its whole history and 
associations nro purely and exclusively 
Protestant; and its literature and philoso- 
phy are to thi9 day in a great degree of 
a Pretostant complexion. Under those 
circumstances, who can wonder that tho 
Roman Catholics educated at this great 
national seat of learning comprise less 
than seven per cent, of tho whole? Tho 
Queen's University is in some respects 
essentially different, having been design- 
ed by Tool and bis successors expressly to 
supply the needs of Roman Catholics 
arising out of tho circumstances already 
adverted to. But it has signally failed to 
meet that want. It is conducted on 
purely secular principles, and has 
received the appolatiou of "Oodless,"" 
from tho vory party it was designed to 
conciliate and attract. With that object 
its doors were thrown open to all comers 
irrespective of creed. Tho same rule ap- 
plied to its dignitaries, examiners and 
professors, and no kind of religious teach- 
ing formed a necessary part of collegiate 
discipline. It can excite little wonder 
that Queen's University hasproved scarce- 
ly lots repulsive to Roman Catholics than 
did Trinity College. The secularism of 
tho ono constituted almost as decided a 
deterrent a3 did the Protestantism of tho 
othor. Thus the dominant religionists 
are placed under serious disabilities in an 
important matter, and high education in 
Ireland establishes teats which practically 
deprive thorn, in a great measure, of ad- 
vantages to which, as subjects and tax- 
payers, they have an undoubted right. 
It was to the work of removing theso tests 
and placing tho University systoin of Ire- 
land upon a thoroughly undenomination- 
al basis, that Mr. Gladstone had set him- 
self. But ho has fallen in tho attempt! It 
is statod that Ireland opposed. Why 
should Ireland oppose an attempt to do 
her justice? The opposition of Protestant 
Ireland is easily understood. Probably 
Mr. Gladstone's scheme forced the "God- 
less" system upon Roman Catholic Ire- 
land and she resisted. Well, who will 
take Gladstone's place ? Disraeli besi- 
Derby shrinks from the task. Shall Gran- 
ville prevail? 

Hydr ©graphical. 

In the year 18(>l), if we recollect- 
rightly, tho hydrographic survey of 
these waters was commenced by Capt. 
Richards, 11. N. , (now Admiral Rich- 
ards, and Hydrographer to Her 
Majesty). Capt. Pender, R. N., took 
up the work where his superior officer 
left it off, and continued it up to last 
year, or thereabouts. Both of these 
officers were undoubtedly competent, 
and sure wr are that no one will be 
inclined to question the correctness of 
their work, Yet, at the same time, it 
must ho obvious to any one familiar 
with these waters tbnt the survey 
thus made could not properly be re- 
garded as a final and complete con- 
elusion of the work. Nobody acquaint- 
ed with such matters would for a 
moment suppose that every "hidden 
danger" in these waters was sought 
out and defined upon the chart during 
what might, almost ho regarded in the 
light of a preliminary survey of a very 
extended and intricate water system, 
i The constant discovery of new rocks 
! and reefs does not, therefore, reflect 
I upon the skill of these officers or upon 
j the faithfulness with which they per- 
formed their responsible task. It only 
proves this, that the time has arrived 
when a more accurate and complete 
survey is demanded by the exigences 
of the country. It will bo unnecessary 
to enumerate the accidents to, and the 
loss of , shipping that has occurred in 
J British Columbia waters from this 
cause during recent years. It is 
enough to know that such casualties 
have happened. The maritime inter- 
ests of this part of the Dominion are 
growing and must continue to grow 
immensely in the immediate future. 
The care and alacrity with which the 
hydrographical interests of the British 
Dominions have been attended to in 
the past leads us to hope that 
this matter only requires to be 
brought to the notice of the pro- 
per authorities in order to receive 
attention. This must be done through 
the Dominion Government, and it will 
be the duty of the representatives of 
tin* Pacific Province in tho Federal 
Parliament to press the subject upon 
the attention of the authorities at Ot- i 
tawa. Vancouver District is very 
directly concerned in the matter, and if 
would seem especially fitting that its 
representative (Sir Francis Hincks) 
should take it up.

Pawson's Failure. — It will bo worth 
mentioning that n crowded meeting of 
tho creditors of Messrs J. Pawson & Co., 
St. Paul's Churchyard, was held on Mon- 
day in tho great hull of the Cannon street 
Hotel. Mr. Evans (representing Messrs. 
Audabert, Morrin <fc Co, of Lyons, credi- 
tors for $16,449) in the chair. A state- 
ment of tho linn's affairs was presented, 
which showed that tho assests were £21,- 
8G0 14s. in excess of tho liabilities. After 
a long speech by Mr. Phelps, the solici- 
tor, it was resolved unanimously: "That 
in the 'opinion of tbis meeting, tho busi- 
ness of Messrs Pawson & Co. should not 
bo broken up; that measures should ho 
taken forthwith to reconstruct the con- 
cern; and that pending such reconstruc- 
tion, Messrs. Pawson & Co. he requested 
to carry on the business." 

Official Sensitiveness. — A cable dis- 
patch of the 7th inst. mentions an incident 
illustrative of tho peculiar sensitiveness 
of Mr. Gladstone's Cabinet: The Gov- 
ernment having issued orders, a posse of 
police proceeded to the Convent Garden 
Theatre in this city and prevented tho 
evening's performance. The hall was 
crowded by policemen and no one was 
allowed to enter the building. The reason 
for this action of the Government was the 
rendition of a burlesque imitation of tho 
British Cabinet. This action on the part 
of tho authorities creates considerable 
comment. 



Smuggling. — A man named Fulmer, 
said to be a farmer near Port Angolcs on 
the American side, wns arrested on Mon- 
day night by revenue ollicer Wylde, on a 
charge of smuggling produce into this 
port. Tho cargo — consisting principally 
of potatoes— was brought across in a canoe 
and landed on the beach, when Captain 
Wylde pounced upon it and the owner. 
Tho prisoner was arraigned before the 
Police Magistrate yesterday and remand- 
ed for one day. It is said that upon \ery 
little of the farm produce brought across 
from the other side and sold in this mar- 
ket is the duty paid.

The Iscariots of the World 

John Buskin, in the "Crown of 
Wild Olives," characterizes, in his 
trenchent style, those who like to have 
money us the imitators of Judas: 

We do great injustice to Iscariot in 
thinking him wicked above all wicked- 
ness, He was only a common money 
lover; did not understand Christ; 
could not make out the worth of Him. 
Ho didn't want Him to bo killed. He 
was honor struck when ho found that 
Christ would ho killed, threw his 
money away instantly and hanged 
himself. H< »w many of our present 
money seekers, think you, would havo 
tho grace to hung themselves when- 
ever they killed ? But Judas was a 
common, selfish, muddle-headed fel- 
low; his hand always in the bug of 
the poor,, not caring for thorn. He 
didn't understand Christ; yet he be- 
lieved in Him much more than most of 
us do; hrtil soon him do miracles, though 
he was not strong enough to shift for 
himself, and he (Judas) might as well 
make his own by perquisites out of the 
affair. Christ would come out of it 
well enough, and be hud thirty pieces. 
Now that is the money seeker's idea 
all over the world. He does not bate 
Christ but he can't understand Him; 
he does not care for Him — sees no 
good in that benevolent business, but 
takes his own little job of it, at all 
events, come what may. And thus, 
out of every class of men you havo a 
certain amount of bag-men — your 'free 
first' men whose main object in lifo is 
to make money ; and they do make it 
in all sorts of unfair ways, chicdy by 
the weight and force of money itself, 
or what is called capital; that is to sa\ , 
the power which money, once obtained, 
has over the labor of the poor, so that 
the capitalist can take all the produce 
to himself, except the laborer's feed. 
That is the modern Judas' way of 
"carrying the bag" and "bearing what 
is put therein." 

Brigandage in the Romagna. — A let- 
ter from Lugainthe "Bavennato" gives 
a dramatic account of the death of tho 
renowned brigand Luigi Camerini, 
known by the nickname of the 'Omet.' 
On tho night of the Sth inst., shortly 
before 12 o'clock, a certain Giovanni 
Caranti, of San Bernardino di Lugo, 
heard a knocking at the window of his 
bedroom, which was on the ground 
floor. Ho asked who knocked at that 
late hour, and was answered that it was 
Camerini, who bade him fear nothing 
and open the door, for that all he want- 
ed was a little food. The door opened, 
and Camerini entered, accompanied by 
another man, a certain Angelo Tag- 
lioini, 30 years of age. Caranti set food 
before them; but suddenly Camerini 
started up and declared he must have 
300 crowns. At the same moment the 
two malefactors, who were armed with 
double-barrelled guns, confronted Car- 
anti, who declared it was impossible 
lor him to give them such a sum. 
Thereupon Camerini struck him on the 
left cheek with the barrel of his gun. 
Caranti threw himself upon his aggres- 
sor and tried to disarm him, but he 
stepped back struck him a blow on 
tho belly, and pulled the trigger. 
Luckily the cap did not explode. Car- 
anti then wrested the gun from Cam- 
erini 's hands, put the muzzle to his 
breast, and tired tho second barrel. 
Tho bandit fell dead. Meanwhile, Car- 
anti's son, a young man of 21, throw 
himself upon Taglioni, who was en- 
deavouring to help the "Omet." Al- 
essandro Caranti was on the point of 
being overcome by his antagonist when 
his father, who had killed Camerini, 
went to his assistance and knocked 
Taglioni down by a blow from the but- 
end of the gun. Taglioni still tried to 
resist, but unsuccessfully. On Cam- 
erini were found 153f. and a box of 
percussion caps, suspended to a long 
gold chain. The police and gendarmes 
ascertained that a third brigand had 
remained on sentry fit the door. In 
the month of November last Camerini 
had sent Caranti a demand for 40 
crowns, to which ho replied that he 
was to come and tuko thorn himself, 
and CamoSrini then resolved to put 
both father and son to death. There- 
suit showed that he reckoned without 
his host.

A Balloon "Voyage Across 
the Atlantic. 

Tho Philadelphia 'Star' says: Prof. 
John Wise, the well known rcronaut, 
has had it in contemplation to make a 
trip across the Atlantic next summer; 
preparations for the great serial voyago 
being in process of arangoment now. 
The Professor, it will bo remembered, 
made the famous air trip from St. 
Louis to tho Eastern extremity of Lake 
Ontario, a distance of ovor twelve hun- 
dred miles, in the short space of nine- 
teen hours, or nt about sixty-throe 
miles an hour. He fools confident of 
his ability to make the quickest trip 
across the Atlantic. Quito a number 
of scientific gentlemen havo made ap- 
plication to accompany him in this 
greatest of all ballooning expeditions. 
As showing how far America is ahead 
in roronautics so far as distance travel- 
ed is concerned, the longest trip ever 
made by a European balloonist was 
only '100 miles, while that of Prof. 
Wise's was three times that distance, 
and, what is more, the greater portion 
of it was accomplished in the midst of 
a cyclone, and with three passengers 
besides himself. 



Extraordinary Resuscitation. — A re- 
markable instance of recalling lifo by 
medical skill has lately occured in 
Brussels. An unfortunate workman, 
overtaken by drink, had fallen into 
the Canal of Chnrleroi, which passes 
through the lower part of the town, 
and his body wus not recovered for 
some considerable time, when it seemed 
hopeless to attempt to reca.ll tho 
drowned man to life, and the bystand- 
ers, after exhausting the common 
remedies, came to the conclusion that 
tho man was dead. By good fortune 
Dr. Joux, the medical ollicer of the 
third division of the Police of Brussels, 
was at home, and his assistance was 
called in, and at once ho resolved not 
to regard the case as hopeless. For 
three hours, however, the most effect- 
ive remedies suggested by modern 
science were applied in vain, when Dr. 
Joux determined to have recourse to 
more stringent treatment, and pro- 
ceeded to apply plates of iron heated 
to a white heat to the upper jiarts of 
the body near the more vital organs. 
After some short time, to tho astonish- 
ment of the assistants, faint signs of 
breathing were obsorved, and in tho 
course of half an hour the drowned 
man awoke to life. At the present 
moment he is perfectly restored to 
health, and tho only inconvenience 
which he has sustained results from 
the severe cauterization which his 
skin necessarily underwent. The novel 
treatment which Dr. Joux extempori- 
zed so successfully on this occasion 
may well deserve the attention of the 
Royal Humane Society. 

Seasonable Winters. — Much has 
lately been written about warm and 
cold winters in England. A corres- 
pondent of the "Cologne Gazette" has 
been consulting old ohroniclos, and 
favours the readers of that journal with 
a few curious data of abnormal winter 
temperatures in Germany, whose win- 
ters as is well known are as a rule 
much more severe than our own. In 
the year 1241, the trees were in bloom 
in March, and cherries were ripe in 
May. In 1289 there was no winter, 
so to speak, at all, and tho temperature 
was so very spring-like at Christmas 
that young girls decorated themselves 
with violets at that festive season. In 
lo.'18 the gardens were green in Decem- 
ber, and in full bloom in January. In 
1572 the trees were covered with foliage 
in February; tho same took place in 
loNS. There was likewise no winter 
in the years 1607, 1609, and 1017. 
In 1659 no snow fell, and there was 
no frost. In January of 1722 people 
were able to dispense with firing, and 
all the trees were in bloom in February. 
In 1K07 there was also almost no win- 
ter. The mild winters of 18114 and 
181b' are still remembered by many 
people. Even in higher latitudes sim- 
ilar phenomena have been observed. 
In at, Petersburg;, for example, on 
Now Year's day of 1780, the thermom- 
eter stood at 8 dog. (Reaumur) above 
freezing point, — "Land and Water."
